If Andre Levingston hadn’t heard from 
John Strickland by 8 a.m. on a given 
day, he knew something was wrong. 

“He would call every morning by 7 
a.m. and say, ‘I’m up O, I’m up! I’m 
working!”’ said Levingston, nicknamed 
O as owner of the Halifax Rainmen. 

But something was wrong this week. 
Strickland, a Rainmen fan-favourite 
who retired last month to take a job as 
the club’s director of basketball 
development, didn’t call Levingston on 
Tuesday. Or Wednesday. 

“I sent him a series of emails and left 
him (phone) messages ... ‘You sleepin’ 
in? You on vacation?”’ Levingston said. 
“It didn’t sit right with me. He does not 
not return my calls. Ever.” 

The call that came Thursday, from 
Strickland’s brother, was the call 
Levingston was dreading. Strickland, 38, 
had been found dead in his New York 
City home. 

“I just lost it,” Levingston said. “I 
couldn’t believe it.” 

Levingston said Strickland died in his

sleep, but no further details are 
available. 

Levingston, who usually speaks with 
boundless enthusiasm, was subdued 
Thursday as he shared memories of his 
colleague and friend. 

“There isn’t another John 
Strickland,” he said. “His New York 
slang, the way he speaks, he was just 
comical. He was always due for a laugh.” 

The six-foot-eight forward wasn’t a 
star, averaging 6.9 points and 4.8 
rebounds in 36 games with Halifax. But 
his on-court antics made his No. 45 jer¬ 
sey popular, and fans chanted “MVP” 
every time he swaggered onto the court. 

“He brings such a kind spirit,” 
Levingston said. 

“He’s fun, he’s entertaining ... it’s a 
huge loss, man. It’s indescribable.”

‘Decision* 
is sound: 
Landry 

Justice Minister Ross 
Landry told reporters 
Thursday “the decision” on 
the proposed trade centre 
for downtown Halifax is “a 
sound decision.” 

But there hasn’t been a 
decision on whether or not 
the province will help fund 
the project. 

Landry was asked by re¬ 
porters Thursday if he 
thought a new trade centre 
in Halifax’s urban core 
would be a tough sell to his 
constituents in Pictou 
County. 

“I think the decision is a 
sound decision," he said. “I 
think the information that 
we're basing it on, and 
where we re going as a 
province, it'll have 
economic benefit through¬ 
out the province, so I 
believe the people of 
Pictou County will look at 
this objectively." 

When asked what the 
decision was, Landry clari¬ 
fied we’ll have to “wait and 
see what the decision is.” 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
clarified further. “There's 
no announcement being 
made with respect to the 
world trade and 
convention centre today,” 
he said. “This is something 
that needs to be considered 
carefully ... we want to 
make sure that it is the 
best possible result for (tax¬ 
payers).” 

The province revealed 
on Wednesday that it, 
along with the municipali¬ 
ty, would be asked to con¬ 
tribute $13.1 million a 
year for 25 years starting 
in 2014 - the year the 
province plans to be “back 
to balance." The next 
provincial election will al¬ 
so be held in 2014. 

Ottawa is also expected 
to contribute a $46-million 
lump sum payment to de¬ 
veloper Rank Inc. when 
the building is complete, 
although that funding is 
not yet guaranteed.

The Halifax Regional Mu¬ 
nicipality may want to con¬ 
sider purchasing the 
World Trade and Conven¬ 
tion Centre building if the 
proposed new facility gets 
the go ahead, Premier Dar¬ 
rell Dexter told reporters 
on Thursday. 

Dexter said when he of¬ 
ficially turned over Rank 
Inc.’s proposal to Peter Kel¬ 
ly on Wednesday, he told 


the mayor he had concerns 
about the future use of the 
trade centre building and 
suggested the municipality 
might be interested in buy¬ 
ing it. 

“The reality is that (Kel¬ 
ly) has expressed interest 
in that building, and ... its 
proximity next to city hall 
means they could make 
use of it,” Dexter said. 

Dexter said any decision 
on the new trade centre, as 
well as what to do with the 
old one, is some time 
away. But he suggested 


"Because of where the (WTCC) is 
situated - across from grand parade, 
next to city hall, attached to the Metro 
Centre which we own - we have to 
make sure we don't lose any 
opportunities."

HRM may have some bar¬ 
gaining chips to bring to 
the table, including 
parcels of land the 
province is interested in 
acquiring. 

Kelly said as owners of 


the Metro Centre, which is 
connected to the WTCC 
building, the municipality 
doesn't want to miss any 
opportunities, but added a 
decision is far from immi¬ 
nent.

O Yarmouth is looking to reinstall ferry service in spring

While ferry service is like¬ 
ly returning to Yarmouth 
in the spring, it will be at 
least 2012 before there’s a 
Halifax-Portland, Maine, 
feriy. 

Bruce McNeil, spokes¬ 
man for Scotia Cruises, an¬ 
nounced last week he 
would not be able to start 
up a Halifax-Portland ferry 
in 2011 but is hoping for 
2012. 

He told the Portland 
Press Herald a group of in¬ 
vestors met a few weeks 
ago and decided it was too 
late in the season to get it 
going for 2011. 

“People are creatures of 


habit. They book their 
summer vacations the 
year before,” he said. 

“You need at least 12 
months in advance to mar¬ 
ket a service. It's a matter 
of economics. In our pro¬ 
fessional opinion, it would 
be business suicide to try 
to do this in six months.” 

Five operators who 
want to run a Yarmouth to 
New England ferry have 
until Oct. 15 to get their 
proposals in. 

Yarmouth has been 
without a ferry since the 
high-speed Cat stopped 
last year. 

“I’m 99 per cent sure 


there will be (feriy service 
in the spring). These are 
good operators, estab¬ 
lished and know what 
they’re doing,” said Dave 
Whiting, with the 
Yarmouth Area Industrial 
Commission. 

It won’t be a fast ferry, 
instead it will be a mini¬ 
cruise, he said. 

As for McNeil’s plans 


for a Halifax ferry service, 
Whiting said he doesn’t 
expect it to float. 

“They won’t be running 
in 2012. They have no 
money and no boat.” 

Another company, 
Karlsen Shipping Compa¬ 
ny/American Ferries Inc., 
is also trying to start up a 
Boston-Halifax overnight 
feriy in the near future.

Liberal health critic Diana 
Whalen called on the 
province Thursday to 
fund Lucentis, a drug to 
treat wet macular degen¬ 
eration (AMD). 

AMD, a medical condi¬ 
tion typically affecting 
the elderly, results in a 
loss of vision in the centre 
of the eye due to damage 
to the retina. 

According to Whalen, 
Lucentis can not only 
stem the effects of the 
disease, but can also re¬ 
pair the damage. 

Every province and ter¬ 
ritory in Canada currently 
covers the cost of Lucentis 
except Nova Scotia, ac¬ 
cording to Whalen. 

“A Nova Scotian diag-

Yvon La Croix, who suf¬ 
fers from AMD, said the 
treatment would cost him 
$2,000 for each of the six 
to eight treatments he re¬ 


quired. Instead, he chose 
to receive the cheaper 
treatment of a drug called 
Avastin. 

Avastin “has done mar¬ 
velous” things for La 
Croix’s vision, but the 
drug, designed to treat 
colon cancer, does noth¬ 
ing to undo the damage 


already inflicted, Whalen 
said. 

Health Minister Mau¬ 
reen MacDonald said she 
has met with many peo¬ 
ple who are looking for 
Lucentis coverage, and 
the government is look¬ 
ing to find a way to cover 
it.

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Getting tough on 
impaired driving 



O Tougher drinking and driving 
penalties take effect on Oct. 26

A new MADD campaign 
will be launched Friday as 
tougher penalties for 
drinking and driving kick 
in later this month. 

Bill Estabroolcs, Minis¬ 
ter of Transportation and 
Infrastructure Renewal, 
along with MADD Canada 
and law enforcement offi¬ 
cials are launching a cam¬ 
paign Friday at 9:30 a.m. 
to “remind Nova Scotians 
about the consequences of 
driving while impaired,” 
according to a release. 

Legislation was passed 
last fall to increase sus¬ 
pension time if drivers 
blow over 0.5 on a road¬ 
side screening. 

Previously, drivers 


faced charges if they 
drove with a blood alco¬ 
hol level above .08, but 
only faced a 24-hour susp¬ 
ension between .05 and 
.08. 

Under the new law, 
drivers blowing over 0.5, 
will have their licenses 
suspended for seven days 
for a first suspension, 15 
days for a second, and 30 
days for a third suspen¬ 
sion.

The legacy lives on 

O Woman’s gripping first-hand Titanic account in affidavit is set for auction 


She heard a terrible rum¬ 
bling noise, then anguished 
cries for help as her row¬ 
boat pulled away from the 
sinking ocean liner Titanic 
that dreadful night in 1912. 

Now, Laura Francatelli’s 
first-person account of the 


disaster, in the form of a 
signed affidavit given to a 
board of inquiiy, is set to be 
auctioned. It is a gripping 
first-hand account of how 
she and her two prominent 
employers — Sir Cosmo 
Duff-Gordon and his wife, 


Lady Lucy Duff-Gordon — 
managed to survive, fleeing 
in a boat with a capacity of 
40 people even though they 
only had 12 on board. 

Sir Cosmo and Lady Duff 
“were two of the most con¬ 
troversial survivors,” an 


auctioneer who will sell the 
affidavit Oct. 16 said. 

Some say Sir Cosmo paid 
crewmen to get him away 
from the sinking vessel 
without returning to help 
those drowning.

2010 Corolla

reaches Danube 


O Residents near the spill site say the disaster ruined 
their entire village by making their land worthless 


The toxic red sludge that 
burst out of a Hungarian 
factoiy’s reservoir reached 
the mighty Danube River 
on Thursday after wreak¬ 
ing havoc on smaller rivers 
and creeks, and down¬ 
stream nations rushed to 
test their waters. 

The EU and environ¬ 
mental officials fear an en¬ 
vironmental catastrophe 
affecting half a dozen na¬ 
tions if the red sludge, a 
waste product of making 
aluminium, contaminates 
the Danube, Europe’s sec¬ 
ond-longest river. 

Officials from Croatia, 
Serbia and Romania were 
taking river samples eveiy 
few hours Thursday but 
hoping that the Danube’s 


pH reading 

► An official said the pH con¬ 
tent of the red sludge en¬ 
tering the Danube had 
dropped and was unlikely 
to cause further 
environmental damage. 

► It had been tested earlier 
at a pH level of 13 and now 
was down under 10, and 
no dead fish had been 
spotted in the Danube. 

► A neutral pH for water is 7 , 
with normal readings 
ranging from 6.5 to 8.5. 
Each pH level is 10 times 
the previous level, so a pH 
of 13 is 1,000 times more 
alkaline than a pH of 10. 

huge water volume would 


blunt the spill’s impact. 

The reservoir break on 
Monday disgorged a toxic 
torrent through three vil¬ 
lages and creeks that flow 
into waterways connected 
to the Danube. 

Creeks in Kolontar, the 
western village closest to 
the spill site, were still 
swollen and ochre red days 
later and villagers said they 
were devoid of fish. 

The Hungarian Acade¬ 
my of Science said the 
muck’s heavy metal con¬ 
centrations do “not come 
close” to levels dangerous 
to the environment, but it 
still considered the sludge 
dangerous due to its caus¬ 
tic characteristics.

Breach was 
illegal, says 
privacy czar 


In the wake of what the

Jennifer Stoddart 
released the findings 
Thursday of her year-long 
investigation into a 
complaint by retired intel¬ 
ligence officer Sean 
Bruyea, whose medical and 
financial info ended up in 
briefing notes to two feder¬ 
al cabinet ministers. 

“The veteran’s sensitive 
medical and personal infor¬ 
mation was shared — 
seemingly with no controls 
— among departmental of¬ 
ficials who had no 
legitimate need to see it,” 
she said.

H alloween is just 
around the 
comer. Here’s a 
scaiy thought to 
put you in the 
mood: The Canadian econo¬ 
my could collapse any day. 

So far, our economy has 
survived the financial crisis 
thanks to our housing bub¬ 
ble. The construction boom 
fuelled spending on build¬ 
ing materials, appliances, 
furniture, electronics and 
more. But the bubble is de¬ 
flating. And more people 
are losing their jobs eveiy 
day. 

South of the border, 
house prices continue to 
collapse. Over-indebted 



Americans 
will need 
years to clean 
up their bal¬ 
ance sheets. 
As of now, 41 
million of 
them survive 
on food 
stamps, and 
thousands 
more join their ranks eveiy 
day. Canadian exporters 
will share their pain. 

Are we prepared for a se¬ 
vere recession? No. Most of 
us are walking a financial 
tightrope. Canadians are 
stmggling under record lev¬ 
els of debt —145 per cent 
of disposable income. Car¬ 
rying $50,000 on four cards 
and three lines of credit is 
the new normal. Six in 10 
Canadians say they would 
be in trouble if their 
paycheques were late. 
Imagine if they lost their 
jobs. 

Who’s to blame? We are, 
of course. But so is the 
Bank of Canada, which has 
kept interest rates artificial¬ 
ly close to zero for about 
three years . When interest 
rates are low, we borrow to 
buy a house or a second car.

This was our 
government’s brilliant 
plan to get us out of reces¬ 
sion: Entice people to shop.

spending!” Saving is 
wrong, I was told. 

The road to a real recov- 
eiy goes through savings, 
not consumer credit. The 
Central Bank must stop 
this little game and let in¬ 
terest rates rise.

going back to work. (The 
title stands for “retired, ex¬ 
tremely dangerous.”) 

“The whole idea is to do 
something different from 
what you’ve just done,” 
Mirren explains. “The 
Queen was an incredible 
experience for me in terms 
of the attention the film 
got, but that sort of atten¬ 
tion kind of sticks. And I 
was getting a bit sick of 
people saying, ‘Oh, you’re 
so regal and you play all 
these queens.’ And I 
thought, actually I don’t 
play queens. I play lots of 
different things. For a long 
time before that, I was a 
police detective.” 

So to subvert such royal 
expectations, she grabbed 
a gun. Despite her profi¬ 
ciency with weapons on 
screen, Mirren insists she’s 
not a fan of firearms. “I 
don’t like to ever say a gun 


is fun,” she says. “The guns 
I found the most horrify¬ 
ing are these small ma¬ 
chine guns. They’re not 
funny, they’re terrible be¬ 
cause you can cause such 
havoc. Dreadful, dreadful.” 

Given that Red focuses 
on agents that have been 
put out to pasture, the top¬ 


ic of retirement is obvious¬ 
ly on Mirren’s mind — not 
that she has any specific 
plans to pack it in. “As 
night follows day, in¬ 
evitably it will happen, but 
I have no idea,” she ad¬ 
mits. “I think we all have a 
dream of what it would be 
like not to work and grow 


heirloom tomatoes. And I 
do have that dream. It 
would be lovely. I do love 
gardening and all of that. 
But I do love my work.” 

Of course, it’s not the 
actual acting — or the 
awards and attention — 
that Mirren would miss if 
she called it a day. Instead, 


she explains, it’s the inter¬ 
actions with everyone 
from directors to co-stars 
to journalists. “In my job 
and in all the jobs related 
to my job, you get to meet 
and work with and be in¬ 
volved with clever, imagi¬ 
native people who con¬ 
stantly surprise you.”

Secretariat succeeds in one 
area where most true

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Electronic upstarts 
reshape punk music 

O Abandon All Ships fuses punk and electronica to create bold new sound 
O Band coined the slang word ‘geeve’ and tattooed it to their bodies

“We just don't geeve,” 
shrugs Abandon All Ships 
(AAS) vocalist Angelo Aita. 

Slang terminology has 
long been a way for youth 
to create autonomy. Lingo 
separates young from old; 
allows informal chat 
while excluding others 
and fosters fresh opinions 
of what is acceptable. 

“Geeve” though? 

Thanks to Toronto's hard¬ 
core punlc-influenced 
electronic upstarts Aban¬ 
don All Ships, a new word 
is about to enter common 
vernacular. Only those 
who understand it are on 
their side of the genera¬ 
tion gap. 

“ Geeve's got multiple 
meanings but the most 
important one is that we 
just don't (care),” laughs 
Aita. “We (used) this word 
a lot growing up. It's like, 
whatever happens, hap¬ 
pens. We're still gonna do 
things our way.” 

That they are. The 
word has become so piv¬ 
otal to Aita, bassist Martin 
Broda, guitarists Kyler 
Stephen Browne and An¬ 
drew Paiano, drummer 
Daniel Paiano and key¬ 
boardist Sebastian Cassisi- 


Nunez, it's the official ti¬ 
tle of their debut full- 
length. 

At that, Geeving (Un¬ 
derground 

Operations/Universal Mu¬ 
sic Canada) is bold. Delv¬ 
ing into unexplored 
territory, it finds punk 
and electronica — two 
vastly different musical 
genres — uniting as 
though they've always 
been together. 

Channelling their in¬ 
herently danceable Euro¬ 
pop grooves through a 
severe filter of punk's 
combative aggression, 
Geeving is as unique as it 
is provocative. 

“We're interested in 


everything from modern 
hardcore and metal like 
Parkway Drive meshed to¬ 
gether with a throwbaclc- 
’90 s Euro style including 
Joee, DJ Company,” Aita 
notes, explaining how the 
band created such an 
anomalous style. 

“We grew up through 
the ’90s and Euro was 
shoved in your face all the 
time so it helped shape 
what we do. Nobody's 
mixed these two elements 
together before but we 
genuinely love both of 
them.” 

Apparently they're not 
alone in their adoration of 
disparity. AAS has gar¬ 
nered impressive popular¬ 


ity during their stint on 
the second season of 
MuchMusic program Dis- 
BAND, acclaim sure to 
push Geeving to the top of 
many charts. 

Not that AAS could 
“geeve” a rat's bum 
cheeks. Aita declares that 
regardless of acceptance, 
they're gonna geeve it 
their all. 

“It's our approach to 
life because it's a part of 
our upbringing,” he con¬ 
cludes. 

“We have 'Geeving' tat¬ 
tooed on our bodies, it has 
that much meaning to us. 
The sincerity, creativity 
and passion of our music 
is undeniable.”

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Mars taints his image

Bruno Mars should be hav¬ 
ing the best week ever: He 
has the No. 1 song in Amer¬ 
ica, his debut album, Doo- 
Wops & Hooligans, was 
released this week and his 
25th birthday is on Friday. 

But while singer-song- 
writer-producer has much 
to smile about, at the same 
time, his success is being 
tainted by a recent felony 
charge. 

Mars was arrested last 
month for allegedly pos¬ 
sessing 2.6 grams of co¬ 
caine after performing at a 
Las Vegas nightclub. He’s 
due in court Nov. 18 and if 
convicted, he faces up to 
four years in prison and a 
$5,000 fine. 

But some industry ex¬ 
perts believe the drug 
charge won’t do much 
harm to the singer’s rising 
career. 

“I don’t think he meant 
it to come off that way, but 
his recent arrest shows 
that he has a little bit of 


edge I suppose,” said Craig 
Marks, the editor of Bill¬ 
board. 

Marks said the arrest 
might have the unintend¬ 
ed effect of introducing 
Mars to a wider celebrity 
audience than he would 
have enjoyed before. 

“It’s not the best kind of 
publicity and hopefully it 
doesn’t really indicate 
some land of deeper prob¬ 
lem,” Marks said, “but the 
fact is that I don’t think it 
will harm his following.” 

The drug charge for the 
talented musician comes 
as a surprise. Though a 
newcomer, the image Mars 
built was an easygoing, 
wholesome one. 

He’s the man with the 
cooing falsetto and guitar 
grooves, behind the scene 
and in front of it. He sang 
on, co-wrote and co-pro- 
duced two of the year’s 
biggest songs: Travie Mc¬ 
Coy’s jam Billionaire and 
B.o.B’s No. 1 rap groove 


Nothin’ on You. And Mars’ 
own single, the pop tune 
Just the Way You Are, has 
made it to the top spot of 
Billboard’s Hot 100 chart. 

“He’s got a good mix of 
R&B and pop styles, which 
is very ’right’ right now,” 
Marks said. 

Mars is one-third of the 
production trio the Smeez- 
ingtons, which includes 
Philip Lawrence and Ari 
Levine. Mars said they put 
together Nothin’ on You 
and Billionaire in a single 
day. 

The Smeezingtons have 
also produced internation¬ 
al hits like Flo Rida’s Right 
Round, K’Naan’s Wavin’ 
Flag and Cee Lo’s (Exple¬ 
tive) You! And they’ve 
penned tunes for Justin 
Bieber, Brandy, Matisyahu, 
Mike Posner and Sean 
Kingston, among others. 

They met in Los Angeles 
where Mars moved in 2002 
after graduating from high 
school in Hawaii. 


Mars’ mother, from the 
Philippines, and his father, 
of Puerto Rican descent, 
met in Hawaii. Mars said 
he was singing profession¬ 
ally since the age of six, 
and credits the island with 
helping him discover his 
musical talents .They met 
in Los Angeles where Mars 
moved in 2002 after gradu¬ 
ating from high school in 
in Hawaii. 

“I was real lucky be¬ 
cause I come from a real 
musical family and 
Hawaii’s already so musi¬ 
cal, like eveiybody already 
plays instruments, eveiy¬ 
body’s already singing,” he 
said. 

When Mars started writ¬ 
ing for Doo-Wops & Hooli¬ 
gans, he focused on 
creating songs that would 
translate during live per¬ 
formances, drawing inspi¬ 
ration from Michael 
Jackson, Elvis Presley and 
Prince.

Good grief, Charlie Brown. 
The world has certainly 
changed since the Peanuts 
were born. 

In 60 years, the U.S. sent 
a man to the moon, sur¬ 
vived the Cold War and 
now has one of the worst 
economic funks in 
decades. All that time, 
Charles Schulz’s imagi¬ 
nary gang has been a fix¬ 
ture of newspaper funny 
pages and grainy holiday 
TV specials.

Now, his family is work¬ 
ing to keep Snoopy, Lucy 
and the rest alive for gen¬ 
erations to come. 

A handful of new proj¬ 
ects is in the works. The 
first new animated film in 
five years is set for release 
next spring called, Happi¬ 
ness is a Warm Blanket, 
Charlie Brown. 

ABC just signed on for 
five more years of airing 
Charlie Brown holiday spe¬ 
cials. A new social media 
game began on Faceboolc 
and Twitter last month to 
Countdown to the Great 
Pumpkin, and the comic 
strip has made its way to a 
popular gaming website 
for millions of children. 

The enduring appeal is 
no surprise, said Lee 
Mendelson, who produced 
the Peanuts films with 
Schulz for more than 40 
years. 


Schulz had said “there’s 
always going to be a mar¬ 
ket for innocence in this 
country,” Mendelson said 
Friday as a photograph of 
Schulz at his drawing 
board was hung at the 
Smithsonian’s National 
Portrait Gallery in recogni¬ 
tion of his impact on the 


nation. Schulz died in 2000. 

“The innocence and the 
humour that he brought, I 
think, helped us as a na¬ 
tion through many bad 
times,” Mendelson said. 

Peanuts comics, which 
first appeared in 1950 in 
the St. Paul Pioneer Press, 
still appear in 2,200 news¬ 


papers in 75 different 
countries. Newspaper pub¬ 
lisher E.W. Scripps Co. sold 
the licensing unit that con¬ 
trols Peanuts and other 
comics in April to Iconix 
Brand Group Inc. — a li¬ 
censing company partially 
owned by the Schulz fami¬ 
ly — for $175 million. 


Jeannie Schulz, the car¬ 
toonist’s widow, said she 
often hears from people at 
the Charles M. Schulz Mu¬ 
seum in Santa Rosa, Calif., 
about how well the charac¬ 
ters reflect their own feel¬ 
ings--. That may be a key to 
the Peanuts’ longevity, she

Simon Desmarais says he 
isn’t scared, and he isn’t 
just talking the talk.
